SHOWS INCREASE 


The census figures for the last Do- 
minion Census, taken in 1931, show 
that in the past ten years the popula- 
tion. of the Dominion as a whole has 
greatly increased. Only three of the 
provinces show & decrease. These 
are Prince Edward Island, Nova 
Scotia and the Northwest Territories. 
All others show a good increase. The 
figures as given by the Dominion 
Statician show that the population 
last year was 10,374,196, as against 
8,788,483 for the 1921 census, an in- 
erease of 1,585,713, or 18.04 per cent.

Post Mortem Appearances. 

The effects produced in the body 
tissues are characterized by the form- 
ation of tubercujes or nodules, which 
{in the advanced condition are of a 
yellowish color and cheese-like con- 
sistency. Such nodules may be single 
and of small sixe, or they may be 
quite large and in masses. The 
common seat of tubercular lesions is 
in the following glands: bronchial 
and mediastinal lymph glands, the 
cervical, pre-scapular, pre-pectoral, 
portal, inguinal, sub-lumbar, popli- 
teal and mesenteric glands. The 
lungs and the pleura are also com- 
mon locations for the lesions of tuber- | 
culosis, in which they (the lesions) 
appear’ as hard lumps, easy to see 
and easy to feel. These when eut 
into are found to be cheeselike, and 
contain a thick yellowish pus. 


The “Pearl Disease” Condition. 


When the pleura (covering of the 
lun nd lining membrane of the 
chest®ur thorasic cavity) is affected 
it presents over its surface cluaters 
of small round nodules, pale creamy 
red in color and resembling grape- 
like masses, commonly spoken of as 
“pearl disease”’ condition. When the 
organism successfully invades the 
liver caseous masses and tubercular 
abscesses are formed. These when 
cut open show the characteristic yel- 
low cheesey pus and gritty feeling or 
the passing of the incising knife. 
Where the peritoneum (the lining 
membrane of the abdominal cavity) | 
is attacked the “pearl disease” con- 
dition is characteristic. Lesions in 
the udder, lymph glands, ovariés, kid 
neys and spleen resemble the caseous 
masses and abscess formation com- 
mon, in the liver. The oviduct, the 
uterus, the bones and joints may also 
be affected with tubercular lesions. 
In old standing cases the pericardium 
(sac covering the heart) and the 
heart may be a position of attack by 
this destroying organism, the work of 
which is characterized by its destruc- 
tion of tissue and the formation of 
tubercules.—L. Stevenson, Director 
of Extension, O. A. C., Guelph.

Chicken Lice and Mites. 


The presence of liceeand mites in- 
dicates indifference, Or too much 
don't care. Lice and mites lower the 
vitality of the birds, making them 
more susceptible to colds, roup and 
other diseases. Mites are killed by 
spraying the house inside, paying Oal- 
ticular attention to the roosts and 
nesting boxes, saturating well with an 
oily fluid. A mixture of kerosene and 
spent oll from the auto cfank case 
does very well and is not expensive. 
For lice use sodium flouride — one 
ounce to a gallon of warm water. Lip 
the chickens, saturating feathers and 
skin. Do this on.a warm bright Le. 
During cold weather use the so tlum 
flouride as a dusting powder, placing 
small quantities at the points most

How to Deal With Tapeworms. 

Cestodes or tapeworm infesting 
fowl differ from the nematodes or 
round worms in that they require an 
ntermediate host to carry on their 
life cycle. It has been demonstrated 
that the various species of snuils, 
slugs, worms and flies that may be 
found about poultry plants are inter- 
mediate hosts of the tapeworms thut 
infest chickens. These white, ribbcn 
like, segmented worms can be suc:

The fat 
soluble *Vitamine A is a:so present 
in all green feeds, and to a lesser 
extent in turnips, mangels, and rut- 
abagas. The use of green feed in 
some form is absolutely essentia! if 
the hatchability of the egg and the 
vigor of the chick is to reach a high 
standard. Many poor hatches in late 
winter and early spring are due to 
che breeding stock not receiving the 
vitaminé ‘carrying green feeds. Sprout 
vats and let them grow four inches 
nigh before feeding. Stock the feed 
storage cellar-or pits with turnips, 
uiangelss and cabbage, and let the 
ereeding stock have all: such green 
feed as they care to consume.-——L.

Dairy Notes. 


Milk is such a perishable food that 
measures shoulé be taken to preserve 
it in good eyndition for at least 36 
to 48 hours after it ls drawn from 
the cow. Pasteurization, which tn- 
cludes cooling and holding at a rea- 
sonably low temperature, preferably 
below 60° FY. are the twe things ne- 
cessary and practicable at reasonable 
cost. Where milk is held at 60° to 
70° F., which is ordinary house tem- 
perature, th3 Dealers’ raw milk will 
not remain sweet for more than 12 
hours, whereas if pasteurized it will 
likely be quite fit for table use up 
to 24 or 30 hours holding. If kept 
at 50° F. the pasteurized milk will 
remain in good condition tor 48 hours 
or longer.—Prof. H. H. Lean, Dairy 
Dept., O. A. College.
